Segregation in Defiance 


Of Alabama's Law 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. npu_A bus 
company suffering severe financial 
strain because of a boycott by Ne­ 
gro passengers today abolished se­ 
gregation under the authority of a 
U. S. Supreme Court decision made 
Monday. 
The Montgomery City Bus Co. 
announced 
Monday 
night 
that 
white 
and 
colored 
passengers 
would both be permitted to sit 
wherever they choose on the tran­ 
sit vehicles beginning at 6 a. rn. 
EST today. 
The bus company’s decision de­ 
fied 
an Alabama 
criminal law 
which requires that Negroes sit at 
the rear and whites at the front 
of public transportation vehicles. 
It was announced a few hours 
after the U. S. Supreme Court ruled 
that passengers cannot be segre­ 
gated by race on the public trans­ 
portation even within the bounda­ 
ries of a state. The high court pre­ 
viously ruled against segregation 
of public transportation engaged 
in interstate commerce. 
The Rev. Martin Luther King, 
convicted leader of 90 Negroes a r­

Hopes for a tax cut had risen 
in Congress last week when the 
.'.taff of the Senate-House Econom­ 
ic Committee predicted tnat toe 
federal surplus for the current 1956 
fiscal year would run to about 2 
billion dollars instead of the 200 
million dollars forecast earlier by 
the administration. 
The administration’s 200-million- 
dollar estim ate had been made 
last January. Mr. Eisenhower told 
Congress then that the prospective 
surplus was too slim to w arrant 
I tax relief, and should be applied 
| to reduction of the federal debt. 
The fiscal year ends June 30.

WASHINGTON (tit—Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
charged in a nationwide radio-TV 
address Monday night that “The 
Republican party now is pushing 
us into a third farm depression.” 
Johnson’s charge was the Dem­ 
ocratic party’s formal answer to 
President Eisenhower’s recent ra­ 
dio-TV 
talk 
explaining why he 
vetoed the Democratic-sponsored 
farm bill. The Democratic meas­ 
ure would have junked the admin­ 
istration’s flexible price support 
system and restored supports at 
90 per cent of parity. 
The President said he vetoed the 
bill because it was “contradictory 
and self-defeating.” He said rigid 
high supports would only lead to 
greater farm surpluses which de­ 
pressed m arket prices for farm 
goods in the first place. 
Uses Ike’s Voice 
But Johnson, 
a possible con­ 
tender for the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, 
denied this. 
He used recordings of the Presi­ 
dent’s own voice and TV image 
in an effort to show that Mr. Eis­ 
enhower 
himself 
promised 
the 
farm ers 90 per cent of parity sup­ 
ports in the 1952 campaign. 
Johnson accused the President 
of favoring high supports in “elec­ 
tion years and low supports in non­ 
election years.” 
He noted that in vetoing flat 90 
per cent supports, the President 


conceded the need for higher gov­ 
ernm ent subsidies to farm ers and 
announced he was using his own 
authority to raise supports on ba­ 
sic crops up to a range of from 
82 1-2 to 87 per cent of parity. But 
Johnson 
said 
this 
will not be 
enough to get farm ers out of their 
financial plight. 
Johnson 
said the 
nation had 
farm depressions under two for­ 
m er Republican presidents. Presi­ 
dents Warren G. Harding and Her- 
!bert Hoover. 
Cites “Basic Difference” 
“ The Republican party now is 
pushing us into a third farm de­ 
pression,” he said. “This happens 
because of a basic difference be­ 
tween the two parties. The Demo­ 
crats worry first about the indi­ 
vidual. The Republicans forget die 
individual and worry only about 
the economic problem.”

While the political sages try' lo 
fathom Vice Presider . Nixon’s su­ 
ture, it might be interesting Ic see 
how vice presidents have fared in 
the past. 
The historical record 
contains some surprises 
Altogether, excluding Nixon, the 
United States has had 35 vice pres­ 
idents. Of this total, just six serv­ 
ed two terms. The other 29 had 
but one. 
Two of the six, George Clinton 
and John C. Calhoun, served their 
two terms under different presi­ 
dents. 
Clinton was elected first with 
Thomas Jefferson and then with 
James Madison. 
Calhoun held 
the office under 
John Quincy Adams and Andrew 
Jackson. 
I 
Only four of the 35 vice presi­ 
dents served two terms with pres­ 
idents who themselves were elected 
for two or more terms. 
The four were John Adams un­ 
der George Washington, 
Daniel 
Tompkins under James Monroe, 
Thomas Marshall under Woodrow 
Wilson, 
and 
John Garner with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
It should be noted particularly 
that only twice since 1825, at the 
wed of Monroe’s second term, have 
vice presidents 
been 
re-elected 
with incumbent presidents. 
And one of those. Gamer, was 
dropped after two of Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s four terms. 
This country so far has had ll 
presidents who were elected for 
two or more terras. 
Thus the vice presidential score 
4s 4 out of ll. If Garner is left out 
because he was dumped by an in- 
Cirmbent president, it would be 3 
of-ll. 
Some might be inclined to argue 
U should be 3 out of 12. since Henry 
Wa]lace, Mr. Roosevelt’s vice pres­ 
ided! from 1941 to 1945. had two 
ehunces ai the job but was pushed 
aside after one term. 
ba summary, it is plain that two- 
term vice presidents are an ex­ 
tremely lonely band in U. S. his­ 
tory.
